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AN INTRODUCTION 


Location 


Red Deer, the epicenter of the province of 
Alberta, is located 93 miles north of Calgary, 
98 miles south of Edmonton, in township 38- 
27-W4th, Census Division No. 8. The Red 
Deer River and Waskasoo and Piper creeks 
pass through the city. Highway 2A runs 
through the centre of the city, the hub of a 
network of highways leading to all points in 
Alberta, east to Saskatchewan, west to Bri- 
tish Columbia, and south to the United 
States. C.P. and C.N. rail lines both service 
the city. 

Red Deer's altitude is 2,819 feet above 
sea level, and on the map its location is 52/ 
16 latitude, and 113/49 longitude.

Geology 


The underlying rocks in the Red Deer Dis- 
trict are shale and sandstone which were de- 
posited by streams in lakes and deltas. They 
are thus fresh water in origin, and are several 
hundred feet thick in that area. The rocks 
are grouped together by geologists, who call 
them the Paskapoo Formation, and who give 
them an early Tertiary Age, which began some 
fifty million years ago. Since these rocks were 
deposited, the North American Continent has 
been uplifted. Consequently, the rocks have 
been eroded and only a fraction of their ori- 
ginal thickness remains. 


During the Ice Age, glaciers moved over 
this area depositing on the surface boulder 
clay and similar glacial deposits. Many of the 
hills and small elevations in this area con- 
sist of glacial deposits. 


Soil 

Red Deer is in the black soil zone. 

Climate: Annual precipitation average be- 
tween 19 and 22 inches and droughts are 
rare. Evaporation is lower and hot winds less 
frequent than in other zones. 

Profile: The normal soil profile has a black 
to very dark brown surface that averages 
about 12 to 14 inches in depth. Immediately 
beneath the black soil is a more compact hor- 
izon which is brown to dark brown, and the 
lime layer is usually found at 30 to 40 inches 
below the surface. 

Fertility: Soils in this zone are the most 
fertile in the province. They have in the top 12 
inches about three or four times as much nit- 
rogen and organic matter as there is in the 
average brown or grey wooded soll. 

Vegetation: Grassland which has been 
partially invaded by woodlands (mainly de- 
ciduous trees) often referred to as parklands. 

Land Use: A high percentage of the land 
is arable, being used for mixed farming and 
the production of cereals. The 1948 World 
Wheat King produced the prize wheat on a 
farm six miles southeast of Red Deer. There 
are also many large dairy farms in the sur- 
rounding district. 


History 


Red Deer district was not surveyed for 
homesteads until November, 1883, when the 
late Angus McPhee, D.L.S., made the survey. 
In December, 1883, Mr. G. C. King (who sub- 
sequently was appointed postmaster for Cal- 
gary) built a small log trading post and post 
office at the Red Deer Crossing. This little 
trading post was the first white post between 
Calgary and Edmonton, and did considerable 
trade with the Indians. 

In the spring of 1884 Rev. Leonard Gaetz, 
D.D., with his wife and ten children took up a 
homestead on the quarter-section where the 
City of Red Deer now stands. 

The first school was established at Red 
Deer in 1886. It was known as “The Red 
Deer Central Protestant Public School District 
No. 104 of the N.W.T.” The log schoolhouse 
stood close to the river bank and there were 
seven pupils. 

The Calgary and Edmonton Railway (C.P. 
R.) lines reached Red Deer from Calgary 
in the spring of 1891. The first train arrived 
in the hamlet in April of that year. At first 


only one train a week served the community 
of fifty persons. 

The first co-operative association for the 
marketing of livestock was established at Red 
Deer by Edwin Carswell in 1908. 

The first newspaper was established in 
1894 by the Saskatchewan Land and Home- 
stead Company for the purpose of advertising 
their lands. In 1901 there was a regular pap- 
er ‘The Echo” which was later known as ‘‘The 
Alberta Advocate” until it was taken over by 
F. W. Galbraith in 1906 and the name chang- 
ed to ‘The Red Deer Advocate,’ which name 
has been retained. It is now a daily paper. 

The first traffic bridge across the Red 
Deer River at Red Deer was completed in the 
spring of 1893. This bridge has been replaced 
several times and is now a Steel and concrete 
type structure. 

The settlement was established as a vil- 
lage in 1894 and incorporated as a city on 
March 13, 1913. 

The Village of North Red Deer was organ- 
ized in 1911 and incorporated into the City 
of Red Deer on January 1, 1948. 

Red Deer takes its name from the river 
which traverses it, the Cree Indian name for 
which was Waskasoo Seepee, meaning Red 
Deer River. The river received that name on 
account of the numerous red deer frequent- 
ing its banks in the early days. 

The early surveyors showed considerable 
foresight and vision when they laid out the 
streets in symmetrical order with the main 
east and west street being 100 feet wide 
which at that time was considered by many 
persons a needless waste of good land. 

In June, 1891, George W. Greene, then a 
young barrister, arrived to make his home in 
Red Deer and established the first legal prac- 
tice. Later that summer he established a pri- 
vate bank, the first in Red Deer. 

In 1902 the bank was taken over by the 
Merchants’ Bank. Mr. Greene was later hon- 
oured with a judgeship and moved to Medi- 
cine Hat. 

The first carload of wheat was_ shipped 
from Red Deer in 1898 by Joseph Cole. 

In the summer of 1892 the Agricultural 
Society was formed with Dr. Gaetz as Presi- 
dent, and later in August of the same year 
the first Agricultural Fair was held. 

In the spring of 1892 the Indian Industrial 
School was built across the river from the old

Red Deer Crossing. It was built under the In- 
dian Mission Board of the Methodist Church, 
the Government giving the church 400 acres 
of land for the purpose. The main building 
was substantially built of stone, quarried from 
the Henry Reinholt quarry located in 1891 on 
the bank of the nearby river. In the spring of 
1919 the Industrial Schoo! buildings and the 
land were sold to the Soldiers’ Settlement 
Board to be used as a training farm for return- 
ed soldiers. The project was abandoned a year 
later and subsequently sold to private owners. 

In 1892 William Piper established a brick 
plant. 

The first Board of Trade was organized in 
1894 with R. L. Gaetz as president and G. W. 
Greene as secretary. 

The first doctor to locate in Red Deer was 
Dr. J.-H. Hicksin 1892, 

The number of school pupils in Red Deer 
when the term ended in June, 1893, was 22. 

The first hospital between Calgary and 
Edmonton was built in Red Deer in 1904. It 
contained 13 beds and was built as a memor- 
ial to four men from the district who lost their 
lives in the South African War. 

Most of the early settlers were of the Meth- 
odist faith and in 1819 the Methodist Church, 
the first church in Red Deer, was built. 

The Canadian National Railway's steel en- 
tered the city on November 25, 1918. 


Historic Sites 


The remains of Fort Normandeau are loc- 
ated at the Old Red Deer River Crossing, sit- 
uated three miles west of the City and now the 
site of a Provincial Campground. The old In- 
dian Residential School is located directly 
across the river. The Anthony Henday cairn is 
located at the junction of highways 2A and 
11. Red Deer River Canyon is considered the 
deepest natural canyon in Canada. 


LIVEABILIT Y 


The city lies in the Red Deer Valley and 
about three quarters of the population live on 
the south bank of the river. It is parkland and 
well wooded with spruce, birch, poplar and 
balm trees. The climate is bright and refresh- 
ing with cool nights after the hottest days. 
There are summer resorts at Sylvan Lake, 14 
miles northwest, Gull Lake, 22 miles north- 
west, and Pine Lake, 22 miles southeast, 
where there is good boating, swimming, and 
fishing for pike and perch. The whole area 
surrounding Red Deer, especially west to the 
‘Rocky Mountains is a sportsman’s paradise. 
Lakes provide ample room for speed and sail 
boating. Lake and stream fish abound with all 
varieties of trout, goldeye, pike, pickerel and 
perch. Big game roam areas accessible by 
road or pack train. 

There are excellent school facilities, in- 
cluding a new college; good transportation 
facilities by rail or bus; and all utilities are 
available, including water that is softened, 
fluoridated and heated before being passed 
into the water mains. Natural gas is supplied 
in abundance and is used for domestic and 
industrial heating. 


Red Deer’s total corporate area is 13.6 
Square miles. There are 179.9 miles of streets 
and lanes, 150 acres of public parks and 
playgrounds, and 13 acres of formal parks. 
There is a continuing planned program of street 
and land development to maintain the standard 
that has already been established.

ADMINISTRATION 


Civic Government 


The City is governed by a mayor and eight 
alderman, all of whom are elected for three 
year terms. The city’s affairs are administered 
by the mayor, acting aS a commissioner, and 
a full time commissioner who is appointed by 
the council. The city has operated under the 
commission form of government since 1908. 

The following civic personnel are located 
in City Hall: mayor and commissioners, city 
treasurer, city engineer and public works, 
city clerk, city assessor, building inspector 
and zoning officer, economic development of- 
ficer, fire chief, license inspector, welfare 
officer, parks superintendent, and recreation 
director.

PROTECTIVE AND UTILITY SERVICES 


Law Enforcement 


Supreme Court, Appeal Court, District 
Court. Two provincial judges, one for the 
city and one for the district; two justices of 
the peace; R.C.M.P. subdivision headquart- 
ers; R.C.M.-P. city detachment consisting of 1 
S./Sgt., three sergeants, four corporals and 
28 constables. 

Plans for new buildings and major alter- 
ations must be approved by the _ building 
inspector before any building is begun. The 
Red Deer city zoning by-law is in force and 
the city development is planned strictly ac- 
cording to this by-law. Approved architect 
plans are required for all commercial and 
industrial construction over 5,000 sq. ft. 
and on all buildings facing onto No. 2A pro- 
vincial highway inside the city limits and 
other major thoroughfares. 

Electrical installations must conform to 
the Alberta Electrical Protection Act. 

Sanitary regulations must conform to the 
Provincial Health Regulations and Provin- 
cial Plumbing Regulations. 

Gas installation is controlled by local by- 
law. 


Fire Protection 


The fire brigade consists of a chief, deputy 
chief, four captains, four lieutenants, 28 full 
time paid firefighters, one chief inspector, two 
inspectors and four alarm operators. 

Equipment includes the chief's car, two 
Emerson resuscitators, 11 MSA demand air 
masks, one portable deluge set, and one 
1200 g.p.m. fog nozzle; five trucks: 1970 
IHC aerial ladder truck, 1942 1% ton Chevro- 
let salvage truck with ground deluge and de- 
luge gun mounted behind cab, 1950 three- 
ton GMC midship 500 class B pump with 500 
gallon tank, 1962 four-ton IHC 840 g.p.m. 
class A pump with 300 gallon tank, and a 
1956 RA 450 International 840 class B mid- 
ship pump. 

There are 520 fire hydrants located 
through the city. Water pressure is 90 pounds. 
All vehicles are equipped with two-way radio 
to central station. All equipment registered 
with civil defence for national emergency. 


Water 

A new water plant was installed in 1955, 
designed to operate in conjunction with the 
old. Water softening equipment was installed 
at the same time. Plant capacity was increas- 


ed in 1971 to six million gallons per day by 
installing a new low lift pump, tube settlers, 
filter media, and a high lift pump. 

Water is processed from intake at river 
centre to low-lift pump wells where either or 
all of three pumps are ready to pump it at a 
possible maximum rate of 6.0 million gallons 
per day, to two Infilco ‘‘accelators’. The 
solids are ‘‘flocculated” out, sludge drawn off 
back into the river. The water is then recar- 
bonated to avoid any ‘‘flat’’ taste from soften- 
ing. 

From the flocculation unit, the water is 
drawn through four rapid sand filters which 
remove the bacteria and any suspended mat- 
erial not taken out by the accelators. 

Filter cleansing is done by the back-wash 
method. 

Chlorination is automatically controlled by 
a chlorine residual analyser. Water is also 
fluoridated. 

Clear water storage in the plant is 200,000 
gallons, which permits demand fluctuations 
without interrupting steady, continuous oper- 
ation of the plant. Three high lift pumps pro- 
pel water from the storage well to the distri- 
bution system. Operation of the pumps is au- 
tomatically controlled by the level in the re- 
servotr. 

During 1958 the City constructed a large 
spheroid water tank with a capacity of half a 
million gallons. Also an underground water 
reservoir below the water tank with a capacity 
of 2% million gallons. 

Water Rates: Consumers pay for water on 
the basis of 23 cents per 100 cubic feet sup- 
plied. Fixed monthly charges are made up of 
a customer charge and a demand charge, de- 
termined by size of meter supplied to eaeh 
consumer, as follows: Total

Garbage Collection 


Garbage collection is made through the 
services of a private company under contract 
to the City. The citizens are billed for this 
service with the electric light and water ac- 
counts. The garbage pickup varies according 
to the location. 

Rates: Domestic, week!y collection, 50 
cents per family per month. Downtown 
commercial, daily pickup, minimum charge, 
$7.20 per month. General commercial, 
weekly pickup, minimum charge, $1.20 per 
month. 


Electric Light and Power 


The City purchases electric power in bulk 
from Calgary Power Ltd., and distributes in 
the city and immediate surrounding areas. 

Street Lights: Total number of street 
lights at December 31, 1970 was 2,806. The 
City inaugurated a program of upgrading 
street lighting and now over 90 per cent of 
the streets are lighted to I.E.S. standards 
or better, using mercury-vapour lighting

Natura! Gas 


Natural gas is supplied to the City by 
Northwestern Utilities Ltd., under a_ fran- 
chise. It has a heat value of 960 b.t.u. per 
cubic feet at 60 degrees F. Three rate struc- 
tures apply. 

No. 1 — General: 


Available to all customers. First 20 
therms or less used per month — $3.00. All 
additional therms used per month — 4.5 
cents per therm. Minimum monthly charge 
— $3.00. 

When accounts are not paid on or before 
the due date the charge per therm, other 
than the first 20 therms, shall be increased 
by 0.3 cents and the gross rate so arrived at 


shall apply. 
No. 2 — Optional: 


Available on annual contract to all cus- 
tomers whose annual consumption is more 
than 11,900 therms. 

Fixed charge — $20.00 per month. Plus 
commodity charge — 2.7 cents per therm. 
Minimum monthly charge — $20.00. 

When accounts are not paid on or before 
the due date the charge per therm shall be 
increased by 0.2 cents and the gross rate so 
arrived at shall apply. 


No. 3 — Optional High Load Factor: 


Available on annual contract to all cus- 
tomers whose annual consumption is more 
than 100,000 therms and whose total con- 
sumption during the six meter reading per- 
iods ending in May, June, July, August, 
September and October is not less than 40 
per cent of their total consumption during 
the year. 

Fixed charge — $20.00 per month plus 
22 cents per month per therm of maximum 
12 hour demand. 

Commodity charge for all consumption — 
1.7 cents per therm. Minimum monthly 
charge — fixed charge. 

The maximum 12 hour demand shall be 
the greatest amount of gas in therms deliv- 
ered in any 12 consecutive hours during the 
current billing period or the preceding eleven 
billing periods as determined by the com- 
pany by measurement. The maximum 12 
hour demand of a new customer of gas 
shall be estimated by the company. 

Provided that the company may with the 
approval of the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners, take into consideration in deter- 
mining the fixed charge the effect of the 
customers’ demand for gas upon the com- 
pany's peak load.

Two beauty culture laboratories are used 
by the students to gain experience in work- 
ing with the public under qualified super- 
vision. 


A student may, if he so desires, combine 
both matriculation and vocational courses 
in his program. Qualified counsellors will 
assist him in preparing a time-table to con- 
form to his needs, abilities, and interests. 
Because of the wide range of courses offer- 
ed, careful consideration can be given to 
individual differences. 


The school operates on the trimester 
plan which it pioneered. The school year 
is divided into three terms of approximately 
equal length. Time-tables are prepared for 
one, two, or three terms. This enables a stu- 
dent to take a sequence of courses in the 
same school year or to obtain needed. 
courses by attending only part of the usual 
ten-month academic year. 


During the winter months, evening 
courses are available in certain subjects. 
Information may be obtained from the 
director of evening programs. Information 
regarding any courses or entrance require- 
ments may be obtained by telephoning the 
principal or guidance counsellors at 347- 
1171 or by writing or visiting the school. 


Red Deer College 


An exceptionally fine new campus, locat- 
ed on a scenic spacious site on the south- 
west outskirts of the city, was opened to 
students September, 1968. The campus in- 
cludes a large modern library, laboratory 
and gymnasium facilities. This campus 1s 
designed in such a way that it is not neces- 
sary for students to go outdoors in order to 
proceed from any part of the plant to any 
other part. In March 1970 construction was 
completed on a third floor. Further expan- 
sion is planned by way of a new cafeteria, 
and, by 1972, a fine arts theatre. A college 
residence accommodates some 200 students. 


The college is affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. This affiliation is important 
to the student in that it ensures that the 
quality of instruction received is at least 
equivalent to that which would be received 
at the university. This affiliation also means 
that the qualification of the staff, classrooms, 
gymnasium, laboratories and library must 
measure up to the high standards set by the 
University of Alberta. Matriculation re- 
quirements and standards of entrance are 


basically the same as those at the univer- 
sity. 

In addition to first year university trans- 
fer programs in most faculties and schools, 
there are two-year diploma programs in 
business administration, secretarial science, 
social service and nursing (R.N.). One year 
certificate courses exist in business adminis- 
tration and secretarial science. In all diploma 
programs except nursing, possession of a 
high school diploma or adult status is 
required for entrance whereas nursing re- 
quires basically a matriculation standing. 

Second year university transfer programs 
in arts, science and education are also 
available. Regular day-time enrollment, 
along with evening students, is over 1,000.

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INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The City is supported by a rich mixed 
farming district that produces an abundance 
of swine, beef cattle, dairy cattle, poultry pro- 
ducts, dairy products, wheat and coarse 
grains. 

Oil and gas is now a predominant industry 
in the area with several hundred producing 
gas and oil wells. This has accounted for the 
oil well services and supply companies es- 
‘tablishing in the city. Refineries and gas pro- 
cessing plants are establishing in the trading 
area. 

The largest industrial plants located in the 
city are: Central Alberta Dairy Pool, which 
processes milk, poultry, honey, etc.; Canadian 
Pacific Railways, Canadian National Railways, 
Pioneer Electric, transformers; Neonex Lei- 
sure Products, travel trailers; Great West 
Feeds Ltd., two soft drink bottling plants, 
Corbett Bros., auto electric; Union Milk Co., 
milk, butter; Canadian Brass Co. Ltd., Chry- 
sler Canada Ltd., parts; Uncle Ben’s Tartan 
Brewery, Canada Packers Ltd., and Intercon- 
tinental Packers.
